Illustrious Henry C. Clausen, Sover- 
eign Grand Commander, explained 
these rewards in The New Age in May 
1977, and every word he wrote then 
also applies to this year, and is re- 
produced for the information of those 
new to The Shrine and Scottish Rite.

INSCRIBED beneath his bust in the 
Hall of Fame are these immortal words 
of General Robert E. Lee: ‘Duty 
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is the sublimest word in all our lang- 
uage. Do your duty in all things. 
You cannot do more. You should 
never wish to do less.’? These words 
ring with Masonic wisdom and point 
to the fact that duty is both a distant 
ideal and an immediate reality. Duty, 
like a far lighthouse, guides us on our 
present path, for true duty lies in what 
is near, in our daily doings for Brother, 
family, and community. We attain the 
distant goal via these present acts, 
for the path of duty is the way to 
glory. If we perform what is required 
of us from day to day and even 
contribute that little extra that is not 
asked for, we will gain the respect 
of all and, on occasion, the formal 
signs of this respect—honor, title, and 
rank. Such emblems of status in them- 
selves can never be the goals of a true 
Freemason, but they are the symbols 
of achievement that come inevitably to 
those who hold duty as ‘‘the sublimest 
word in all our language.”’ 

Our Supreme Council meets bien- 
nially and bestows upon its loyal sons 
rich rewards for faithful service. These 
fall into three categories: 

Knight Commander of the Court 
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of Honour: To qualify a member 
must have been a Thirty-second Degree. 
Master of the Royal Secret, for forty- 
six months or more. This is not an 
automatic steppingstone to the Thirty- 
third Degree. 

Inspector General Honorary of the 
Thirty-third Degree: Under our Statutes, 
a Brother must have been a Knight 
Commander of the Court of Honor 
for at least a similar period. 

Grand Cross of the Court of Honour: 
The one named for this, the highest 
honor the Scottish Rite Mother Juris- 
diction of the World can bestow, 
must have been an Inspector General 
Honorary of the Thirty-third Degree. 


This coming October our Supreme 
Council again will decide upon whom 
there should be bestowed these tangible 
tokens of merit. There will follow 
the presentation of the awards in ap- 
propriate ceremonies. Thereby we single 
out for special notice and approval 
selected members of the Scottish Rite. 

Our Statutes vest The Supreme 
Council with inclusive jurisdiction and 
strictly limit the number of members 
to be honored. The Orient earns these 
honors as a whole and, in addition to 
statutory jurisdiction allowances, they 
are on a basis of one Knight Comman- 
der of the Court of Honour for every 
fifty new Thirty-second Degree mem- 
bers; one Inspector General Honorary 
of the Thirty-third Degree for the first 
hundred Thirty-second Degree mem- 
bers, and one additional Inspector 
General Honorary of the Thirty-third 
Degree for every additional two hun- 
dred Thirty-second Degree for every 
addition two hundred Thirty-second 
Degree members, created in each Orient 
during the preceding biennium. 

The Procedural mechanics are sim- 
ple. The Sovereign Grand Inspector 
General or Deputy of The Supreme 
Council in each Orient makes rec- 
ommendations on special forms that 
are routed to The Supreme Council 
Committee on Nominations. This co- 
mmittee carefully sifts these with an 
equitable eye on multiple phases of 
merit. The committee, in turn, presents 
its report to The Supreme Council 
for action as a whole sitting in Ex- 
ecutive Session.

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Antique Car Club

The Packards exhibitea at any old 
car show are a highlight of the occas- 
ion. Little wonder any expert in the 
field of antique-classic cars, when ask- 
ed to name the five best cars ever 
built will include Packard at or near 
the top of his list. 

The first Packards were offered for 
sale in 1900. They were immediately 
and very well received. They were 
rugged and luxurious; ownership of a 
Packard was a mark of discrimination 
and prestige. In the opulent days of 
the 1920’s the wealthy used their Cad- 
illacs for errands and their Packards 
to go to the opera or the country 
club. 

Three factors brought about Pack- 
ard’s downfall. The first two were 
intertwined: emergence of General 
Motors and its broad appeal to every 
class of car buyer from the inexpen- 
sive Chevrolet to the top of the line 
Cadillacs which tended to downgrade 
the trade-in and used car values of 
Packards, a development that coincid- 
ed with the second factor, the great 
depression of the late 20’s and early 
30’s. The third factor was an error 
in judgement by Packard’s manage- 
ment in its efforts to cope with the 
first two. Cadillac, in its quest for a 
larger share of the medium price mar- 
ket, brought out a companion car 
in 1928. It boasted the same engineer- 
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ing and luxury standards as the Cadil- 

lac but sold for about one-third less. 

Its appearance bore enough subtle 

differences that it could not be mis- 

taken for the Cadillac and it bore 

a completely different name; it was 

called LaSalle. 

Seven years later, in 1935, Packard 
went after a share of the medium 
price car market. This company also 
built a fine new motor car, but smaller 
than the grand dames of Packard’s 
halycon years. And then came two 
serious mistakes. First, it was an ident- 
ical miniature of the big, luxurious 
Packards. Second, it was also called 
Packard, but with the figure ‘‘120” 
appended. You can imagine the resent- 
ment felt by the owners of the big 
Packards, for which they paid $4,500 
or more (princely sums for a car 
in 1935) when they drove alongside 
an exact copy, but smaller car that 
was widely advertised at the intro- 
ductory price of $995. 

The consequence that should have 
been foreseeable to Packard manage- 
ment was that the prestige-conscious 
buyers of their big, expensive cars 
would transfer their affections to 
another make that would better protect 
their investments in social standing and 
clearly visible affluence. 

The market for the big, expensive 
Packard evaporated. Those who had 
owned them had but one other place 
to go, Cadillac, because the only other 
American-built luxury car, Pierce-Arrow, 
was also on its way to extinction, which 
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came in 1936. Marmon and Franklin, 
both of which had previously claimed 
shares of the luxury car market, after 
trying a page from the Cadillac book 
by building 16 cylinder models, had 
already faded into oblivion. 

But Packard struggled along for 
eleven more years. They continued 
during that time to build extraordin- 
arily good cars. But the only way 
a Packard buyer could possibly get his 
money’s worth would be to drive it 
upwards of a hundred thousand miles 
and keep it many years, the first being 
remarkably easy but the second far 
more difficult when car makers, in 
their advertising, constantly remind 
motorists of how obsolescent their cars 
are after one or two years. But there 
was no choice; Packards just did not 
have any trade-in or re-sale value. 
I knew of one case in 1953 where 
a friend of mine bought a 1947 Pack- 
ard for $110. and proceeded to put 
141,000 miles on the odometer with 
only one $72 repair. 

Packard finally bit the dust in 1956. 
Studebaker bought the company and 
continued through 1957 and 1958 to 
build a car with the Packard name- 
plate. But the nameplate, hubcaps 
and tail light covers were all that was 
left of Packard. The rest of the car- 
body, motor, Borg-Warner transmiss- 
ion, interior - all was Studebaker. 

The final irony was that, like its 
former competitor, Pierce-Arrow in 
1936, Packard came to its demise 
by being bought out by Studebaker.

“On the fourth of July this year 
at a parade in a small town to the 
south and east of Alexandria, I was 
quite shocked to observe that NO ONE 
stood as the flag of our country passed. 
As a matter of fact when I stood 
with my grand daughter, a solid 
citizen behind me became some what 
annoyed. I am even more disturbed 
over a local TV news coverage of a 
rock concert sponsored by our own 
Government at the Washington Monu- 
ment in our Nations Capital. There 
in living color was a long haired 
citizen spreading the American Flag 
on the ground to sit on. I cannot 
describe this citizen except to say that 
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he looked as though his five day 
deodorant had failed him fifteen days 
before. 

The point of all of this is that we 
should stop for a moment (or longer) 
and reflect on whether we have created 
a society so permissive, so concerned 
with individual rights, so up tight 
to do our own ‘‘thing’’, that our 
sense of patriotism and love of country 
has been lost in the shuffle. Are we 
failing t teach the younger gener- 
ations who will lead this great republic 
the great symbolic meanings of the 
flag? Where are the patriots of WWII, 
as I personally recall so vivdly, who 
would take on anyone who dared 
insult our flag? 


What has gone wrong when a elected 
member of the United States House 
of Representatives who has been con- 
victed of a crime by the laws of this 
country, is ensured ‘‘in mournful tone’’ 
by the speaker of the House, and then 
patted on the back by the other 
House members. Can we possibly ex- 
plain the judicial system to our young- 
sters in light of that happening? If 
you, my brethren are convicted of a 
felony the penalty will be much more 
severe. 

The current buzz words are ‘‘let’s 
get back to basics’’. 

I propose that we do just that with 
Tespect to the flag and our country. 
After all, the basics of human rights 
started with Bunker Hill, Valey Forge 
and Yorktown. We can start by at- 
tempting to bring prayer back to our 
schools, the American Creed and the 
saluting of the Flag.
